Mild Solution Used. 

The theory of the deaths as fur- 
nished by physicians was that a bottle 
of boric acid solution, a mild antisep- 
tic used for bathing the infants’ eyes, 
had been mistaken by a nurse for a 
bottle of distilled water used for drink- 
ing purposes. Doubt was cast on this 
explanation by other. doctors, 
however, who said that a boric acid 
‘solution administered internally to in- 
‘fants would not cause death. 

The babies were given water every 
two or three hours betweer feedings of 
milk, it was’ explained. Whether one 
dose of the acid solution would cause 
death is 1 point to) be cleared up at 
Coroner Wolff's inquest this morning.

ties, Ruthenberg was under sentence 
for violation of the criminal syndical- 
ist law of Michigan at the time of his 
death. The Michigan charges grew 
out of the raid on the annual conven- 
tion of the Workers, then known as 
the Communist party, which was held 
near Bridgman, Mich., in 1922. 
He was a meinber of the presidium 
‘of the Communist Internationale of 
‘Moscow and was generally credited 
with being the official mouthpiece of 
the Third Internationale in the United 
States.

MR. CLABAUGH’S POSITION. 
Chicago, Feb. 2¢—In view of the edi- 
torial appearing in this morning’s TRIs- 
UNE, I fear some misconstruction has 


been placed upon statements made by 
me last Thursday before the Cuthbert- 
son senate committee on criminal law 


el 


In the first plece, I did not recommend 
that all sentences be for a period of one 
year to life. I did advise.repeal of ‘the 
ten-years-to-life law and the enactment 
of a one-year-to-life statute in its place. 
The trial judges and state’s attorneys 
were practically unanimous in accord 
with this reé endation for’. several 
important reasons, among which were 
the recommendations of juries to con- 
vict, especially_in cases of young boys; 
the practical necessity for accepting 
hundreds of pleas of guilty to lesser 
crime because of the severe minimum 
penalty, and ‘other reasons. 

Every other recommendation made will 
increase present penalties very ma- 
terially. 

As to taking certain powers from 
courts and juries, what I really said was 
that under present laws court and 
juries are without power to fix the 
amount of time to be served in 80 to 85 
per cent of serious felony cases; and 
as long as that responsibility is placed 


the job efficiently is especially needed. I 
further said that I approved the inde- 
terminate sentence and believe the over- 
whelming majority of judges and prose- 
cutors, and other members of the bar 
also approve it. I also called attention 
to the fact that under constitutional 
law, important information relative to 
criminals, but inadmissible in court, can 
and should be considered in fixing the 
amount of time to be served. 

I also called attention to statistics 
showing that over a long period the Ili- 
nois parole board had imposed penalties 
four times as great as those imposed by 
trial judges and juries in the state 
e@urts, and three times as severe as in 
federal courts, for respective classes of 
crime. I said that more than 1,300 gun 
holdup cases, instead of being sentenced 
under the statute for robbery armed, 
with a sentence of ten years to life, had 
been sentenced for larceny; and, the 
maximum penalty in any such case that 
the board could tmpose was four years, 
three months, and fifteen days. In many 
cases the irgum fixed by the judge 
was one year fn gun holdups and in 
other serious cases. 5 

I remarked that the public sometimes 
confused paroles with probation granted 
by the court, with no time at all served. 
I stated that the responsibility for 
paroles should be definitely fixed. 
Inspection of dockets of the Criminal 
courts of Cook county will abundantly 
prove every assertion made by me here 
and before the senate committee, Sure- 
ly there is nothing tm the foregoing or 
in what I said to the senate committee 
that is lacking in sound judgment. I 
realize the difficulties in the way, but 
nevertheless I urge that the board be 
nonpolitical and safeguarded from every 
mproper influence to the fullest extent 
possible under a political form of gov- 
ernment. My re ndations may be 
ambitious but they are sound in the pub- 
lic interest, and I believe they will be 
supported by public opinion; and I hope 
they will be approved by the governor 
and the present general assembly of Iili-

Wahingtcn, D. C., March 2.—{S8pe- 
reapportionment, 
proposed in the Fenn bill to be effec- 
tive in 1933 on the basis of the 1930 
census, was defeated in the house 
today by a vote of 183 ta 198; 

Opposition to the measure, which 
would have the total membership of 
the house—435—unchanged, but would 
have redistributed twenty-five seats ac- 
cording to present estimates of the 
1930 population, was led by représenta- 
tives of the seventeen states to lose 
seats under the proposal. 

Uoder the terms of the bill, the ac- 
tual apportionment would have been 
left to the secretary of commerce, and 
upon this provision the opponents cen- 
tered their fight on the bill, arguing 
that because it surrendered to the cen- 
sus bureau the right of the house to 
fix its membership and apportion the 
hseats, with the approval of the senate, 
it was unconstitutional. 


Represertative Garrett [Dem., 
Terrn.], the Democratic leader in the 
house, Cenounced the bill as ‘“ uncon- 


stitutions! from beginning to end" and 
asserted that “great political pressure 


must have been brought to bear upon | 


the speaker to induce him to allow 
such a foolish measure to come up 
under a suspension of the rules.” 

“Our legislative power is not dele- 
gated to a bureau by this measure,” 
protested Representative Tilson [Rep., 
Conn.], the Republican leader. “ The 
secretary must report his findings to 
the house for its approval. His func- 
tions under the bill are purely min-

REMAPPING OF 
STATE SENATORS 
Fears Chicago Influence; 
Press Advice Ignored. 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 

Springfield, Ill., March 2.—[Special.] 
—More arguments against the Daily 
bill to reapportion the state into sena- 
torial. districts were heard today. 

Senator Swift of Highland Park 
made the principal opposition speech 
today. He argued at length that citi- 
zenship in lieu of population has made 
the basis of legislative representation 


in other states. He suggested that one 
reason for limiting New York City’s 
representation was because that mu- 
nicipality had 494,000 Russians in 1920. 
He added that when he was in St. 
Petersburg he was told that Russians 
were working for the dissolution of all 
governments. 

“One reason I fear the reapportion- 
ment is the fact that Tap CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE and News have lost control,” 
he went on. ‘“‘ When they favor a man 
or measure, look out for the vote on 
the other side. 

Accuses Chicago on Taxes. 

“ Another reason is the Chicago at- 
titude on taxes. One of our former 
colleagues, a likeable man, was George 
Harding. He let his taxes accumu- 
late for twenty-five years with all the 
penalties. Then he saw the state’s at- 
torney and settled for 15 cents on the 
‘dollar. We cannot do that downstate. 
I don’t blame Harding when I recall 
that the late Victor Lawson paid $17 
in taxes on his $2,000,000 mansion in 
one year. Nor when one recalls that 
the CHIcaGo TRIBUNE obtained a school 

lease at about one-fifth of its value 
when its attorney, Trude, was a mem- 
ber -of the school board.”’
